TOKYO, April 
8 (AP)—An 


American task force thrust near- 
ly eight miles inside Red Korea 
today as the spearhead of an Al- 
lied drive along 40 miles of the 
western and central fronts. 


This was the deepest penetra- 


tion into Red Korea of the cur- 
rent drive. 


A U.S. Eighth Army com- 


munique reported the force met 
only light resistance in its patrol 
to the vicinity of Chail, nearly 
eight miles north of the 38th 
Parallel on the Uijongbu-Kumh- 
wa road. 


The United Nations ground 


commander, Lieutenant General 
Matthew B. Ridgway, joined his 
border-crossing troops. He had a 
live grenade dangling from his 
familiar paratrooper harness. 


Allied artillery blazed a path 


for the forces driving toward the 
biggest Communist troop mass of 
the war. Planes rocketed and 
fire-bombed the fiercely-resist- 
ing Reds. 


The Communists fought back 


with mortars, artillery and small 
arms. On the western front they 
are defending a densely-fortified 
area. 


A divisional staff officer com-

A Check Rein On Officials 
PRESUMABLY, State Representatives Clar- 


•*• 
ence L. Wetzel and Delmar T. O'Hara had 


their reasons lor voting against the bill to 
give Governor Lausche power to start removal 
proceedings against sheriffs, prosecutors and 
mayors when he thinks they are falling down 
in their sworn duty to uphold the laws. 


We think 
the 
two representatives were 


wrong—not quite so outrageously wrong as Mr. 
Wetzel was when he introduced his bill to 
perpetuate the State Bridge Commission, but 
wrong in an Important detail of governmental 
housekeeping. 


One of the characteristics of elected public 


officials it that they come to believe they are 
responsible to nothing but their own conscien- 
ces 
They were elected by the people, and no 


one is going to tell them how to run their busi- 
ness. In case they're running It wrong, the 
people necessarily must wait until the next 
election before they can "turn the rascals out". 


The No. 1 argument of the apostles of city 


manager government always has been that all 
officials, Including the manager, are appoint- 
ed, and therefore their work if subject to rbgu- 
lar review, followed by dismissal if that's in- 
dicated. 


No such regulation h«ngs over the heads of 


elected officials. 
They are as free as the 


breeze. Most of them do a conscientious job 
because they sincerely want to be re-elected, 
and know that a good record is the soundest 
way to earn re-election. But anytime an offi- 
cial becomes more interested in lining his 
pockets than in serving the public, he can pile 
up a pretty fair bank account before the next 
election rolls around. 


It is this element—a check rein on the occa- 


sional public official who turns greedy—that 
makes the governor's removal recommendation 
a handy instrument to hav« on the law books 
Fortunately, there were enough favorable votes 
In the House to past the bill despite Mr. Wet- 
zel and Mr. O'Hara, plus 43 other Republicans 
and eight Democrats who voted In opposition. 


It might be argued that the governor could 


use the law to badger some local official he 
didn't like. However, the provision is that the 
removal hearings will be conducted in open 
court, with a jury participating if the official 
wants one. It's hard to Imagine any spite 
work getting very far with such safeguards on 
hand.

Bingo la Illegal, Period 
pROSECUTOR James L. MacDonald has con- 
* 
vinced himself that bingo is illegal, period. 


The charity angle doesn't have anything to do 
with it, except to make it a little harder to 
producB conclusive evidence. 


Local police were enforcing the law when 


they closed down the local bingo halls, and 
they're continuing to enforce the law by keep- 
ing them closed. If someone thinks differently, 
they'll have to change the law, which is what 
the police get paid to enforce. 


And an effort seems to be coming up in Co- 


lumbus to do just that. A state representative 
from Mahoning County wants to amend the 
state constitution to legalize bingo for charity's 
benefit. 


He will get a lot of support from organiza- 


tions which depend on "Innocent gambling" to 
raise money. 
These groups argue there is 


nothing morally wrong with what they do, 
because they victimize no one. Their revenue 
comes entirely from persons who know where 
the money goes. 


It was organizations like these which the 


Ohio Legislature had in mind when it weak- 
ened the anti-lottery law by outlawing only 


CONGRESSIONAL commit- 
tee which sets out to investi- 


gate a witness should complete 
its job or announce to the public 
that it has not completed the in- 
vestigation. 


Otherwise, it betrays its trust 


and it places the witness in a false 
light. It does not take full ad- 
vantage of his appearance before 
it and, at the same time, it gives 
to the public the impression that 
his answers were inadequate.

American activities, which under 
the chairmanship of Martin Dies 
and J. Parnell Thomas served this 
country well, in spite of all left-

Take, for Instance, the inves- 


tigation of Larry Parks. He ap- 
peared before the committee in 
executive session and answered 
all the questions that were asked 
of him. 


As far as it went, his testimony 


was adequate. He confessed to 
his own Communist participa- 
tion. 
He named names where 


asked to do so. This is tough do- 
ing, 
when one works in an indus- 


try which is overanxious to pro- 
tect the property value of adver- 
tised names, no matter what the 
owners of those names have done 
to damage their country. 


Just as Mr. Parks' testimony 


was becoming important, a bell 
rang calling the members of the 
Hous" of Representatives to a 
roll call. Such a routine does not 
take long and the 
committee 


could have and should have re- 
sumed its hearing. 


INSTEAD, Mr Parks was ex- 


cused and the committee never 
called him back to an executive 
session. 
Thus-t his testimony was 


never completed 
He was never 


asked essential questions leading 
to the present situation. He was 
never given an opportunity to ex- 
plain positions which he and his 
colleagues took 
subsequent 
to 


1945 
when our alliance with So- 


viet Russia terminated 


The injustice is as great to him 


as it is to the people of the 
United States. 
Those who have 


read reports of the public session 
of the committee, at which Mr. 
Parks appeared, are naturally of 
the opinion that nil he tried to 
do was to square himself by a 
pathetic recital 
of 
his 
back- 


ground. 


What they do not know is that 


the 
House committee on un- 


American activities failed to get 
the most information out of a wit- 
ness and that when they had a 
friendly 
witness 
before 
them 


who was willing to testify they 
shut up because a bell rang. 


T h i s committee 
is coasting 


along on the great work done by 
Martin Dies, Robert Stripling, J. 
B. Mathews, J. Parnell Thomas 
and Richard Nixon. It is not do- 
ing a comparable service. 
It is 


a lazy, inadequate committee that 
submits to pressures by the Jus- 
tice Department, which apparent- 
ly is seeking to prevent a second 
Alger Hiss case from developing. 


A committee of Congress should 


be absolutely independent of the 
executive branch of government 
It is not expected to recognize the 
political necessities or to respect 
the chicaneries of those in office. 


The story goes that this com- 


mittee confers with Deputy At- 
torney General Peyton Ford, or 
as another account has it, Mr. 
Ford's task is to see that no new 
Alger Hiss case breaks 
The Jus- 


tice Department is designed to be 
a law enforcement, not a polit- 
ical, agency. 


PRECISELY what happened to 


the Tydings committee is that it 
submitted to executive pressure. 
That is why I have said that the 
McCarthy charges stand. 


The Tydings committee did not 


investigate them. When its coun- 
sel, Edward Morgan, came to my 
house, he told me the story as it 
never was permitted to be told to 
his committee. 
And there was 


little difference between the story 
he told me and that which Sen- 
ator Joe McCarthy was shouting 
from t h e housetops. 
Someone 


reached that committee to kill the 
evidence. 


I am not convinced that the in- 


adequate functioning of the House 
committee on un-American activ- 
ities 
is 
altogether 
fortuitous. 


Something queer goes on when a 
witness like Larry Parks is shut 
off by a bell when he provides 
evidence which the 
committee 


badly needs to make a case. It 
looks as though someone were 
waiting for that bell to ring — 
and that someone was not Larry 
Parks. 


This column has been support- 


ing this committee since it was 
organized 
But if it plays such 


tricks as I have described, it must 
be shown up for what it is. 
A 


committee which does not do its 
work properly should not exist.

Well, future 
fellow citizens, 


here goes: 


Newspapermen don't fit in any 


standard type of pigeonhole. They 
come in all sizes, shapes and tem- 
peraments. Some are full of the 
milk 
of 
human 
kindness 
and 


some are so mean they wouldn't 
get up to give their old mother 
a seat on the subway. 


But, 
by and large, the best of 


them live up to an unwritten 
code. The goal of the code is to 
find out what is going on in the 
world and to write down what 
they find out. Their newspaper 
then prints it 


That sounds like a very sim- 


ple task—merely to find out in- 
formation and put it on paper. 
Actually it can be, and often is, 
an excruciatingly complex and 
painful job It is easy to get most 
people to tell you what they want 
you to know.

right and wiong," Dr. Holmes 
said, underlying recent disclosures 
of corruption in government and 
the stories of graft, bribery and 
influence uncovered by the Ke- 
fauver and Fulbright committees. 


The clergymen said he believes 


the present condition of public 
morality in America is new and 
aggravated, rather than an ever- 
present situation which has sud- 
denly been brought to wide pub- 
lic attention 


"Something very serious has 


happened to the moial fiber of 
this 
generation," he declared. 


"Like a human body, a society 
can fall a victim of a disease and 
die of it, as Toynbee and other 
historians have demonstrated. 


"This country is In mortal dan- 


ger today. It could die as other 
societies have died. 


"Americans are trying to live 


without God. And it can't be 
done. They have been trying it 
for about 30 years 
But the laws 


of morality are as exact and in- 
exorable as the laws of physics 
or chemistry When they are vio- 
lated, things go wrong — even to 
the extent of a

Water Report 
Called Politics 


Izaak Walton Leader 
Charges 'Coloring' 


CINCINNATI, April 5 (AP) — 


The recent report of President 
Truman's Water Resources Policy 
Commission today was called "a 
political report and special plead- 
ng" that has been "colored and 
slanted throughout". 


That was the description given 


;o the report, a recommendation 
tor a program and policy on wa- 
;er resources, by William Voigt 
Jr., executive director of the Iz- 
aak Walton League of America. It 
was contained in Mr. Voigt's an- 
nual report, at the opening of 
the league's annual convention 
here. 


'It (the commission findings) 


is colored and slanted through- 
out," Mr. Voigt said, "in what ap- 
pears to be a deliberate effort to 
persuade the public that il we are 
to have continuing prosperity, or 
even a national life of any kind, 
we must accept blindly the wish- 


of the administration without 


contrary thought or question." 


Mr. Voigt declared, however, 


that he found much to commend 
in the commission's report. 
He 


listed those items as including 
recommendations for a board of 
review in the President's office, 
basin-wide planning in water re- 
sources 
conservation, 
adequate 


water pollution control, improve- 
ment in recreational and oppor- 
tunities and conservation educa- 
tion in public schools, 


Mr. Voigt said, however, that 


the "gimmicks" iry the report 
seems to be these "basic assump-'. 
tions" of the commission: 


^"That we can have a contin- 


ually-expanding economy and a 
constantly-rising standard of liv- 
ing forever. 


»»"That we can attain these ob- 


jectives through the federal de- 
velopment of hydroelectric power. 


P>"That all programs for water 


management and control must be 
federal programs, even though 
states and towns should be al- 
lowed to foot small parts of the 
bill. 


»»"That 
while 
some 
effort 


should be made to resolve con- 
flicts, anything that stands ip the 
way of water impoundment in 
the administration's great new 
program shall be swept aside."

Mark-ups Set 
On More Items 


Chinaware Among 
Articles Affected 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP)— 


The government today extended 
its retail margin-type price con- 
trol to about 76,000 additional re- 
tail stores doing about seven bil- 
lion dollars in consumer goods 
sales annually. 


Among the new items to which 


percentage mark-ups now will 
apply are musical instruments, 
radio and television sets, phono- 
graphs and records, housewares, 
notions, luggage, sporting goods 
and silverware, chinaware, glass- 
ware, jewelry, watches and clocks. 


The new order, which amends 


nnd extends ceiling price Regu- 
lation 7, will be effective next 
Tuesday The Office of Price Sta- 
bilization said the effect of the 
amendment 
is to remove 
the 


specified merchandise from the 
general price freeze and- apply 
the pricing chart method of con- 
trol. 


Commodities affected 
by the 


original order included all of the 
items commonly sold in the men's 
and women's apparel and shoe 
stores, most of the items carried 
in furniture and floor covering 
stores and more-than 75 per cent 
of the volume handled by depart- 
ment stores. 


The new order thus broadens 


extensively the list of consumer 
goods now covered by percentage 
mark-up regulations. 


An estimated 200,000 retailers, 


big and little, were affected by 
the original retail pricing order. 
Many of these also will be af- 
fected by the new items added 
in today's order. In addition, the 
order affects about 76,000 more 
stores which do not sell any of 
the commodities originally in- 
cluded in the pricing chart regu- 
lation. 


Besides broadening coverage, 


the new amendment also pro- 
vides for "permitted increases" by 
retailers. A provision allows a re- 
tailer to raise his prices and pass 
on to consumers certain increases 
in costs of goods he buys. The 
O.P.S. pointed out that some regu- 
lations allow manufacturers and 
wholesalers to raise costs to re- 
tailers. These may be passed on.
